Haw the U.S.-Vatican axis, secretly and 
with Machiavellian skill, cunningly imple- 
mented and have almost completed a joint 
effort to appease Moscow for mutual profit, 
is a wonder to behold. The triumvir in 
charge of the Kremlin, like the global chess 
masters they really are, played the game 
just as brilliantly. We, the American peo- 
ple, along with the Roman Catholic laity 
and all Christendom, were expected to re- 
main docile in our ignorance of what the 
U.S.-Vatican-Moscow game plan was all 
about. But, as all diplomatic secrets have 
an uncanny habit of seeping through cur- 
tains. of official silence to become public 
knowledge, we now have-a very good idea 
of what it will cost President Nixon and the 
Vatican to play the dangerous game of 
“Ostpolitik.” The cost of admission includes 
the removal of Joszef Cardinal Mindszenty 
from sanctuary in the American embassy at 
Budapest, his exile into permanent silence, 
and the return to Hungary of the sacred 
crown of St. Stephen. As a quid pro quo, itis 
already quite evident that the Kremlin as- 
sured the Vatican of a broadening of the 
present detente between them and, to heip 
appease possible opposition to this gambit in 
the U.S., offered to discuss the repayment 
ef Soviet war debts. It follows that, this 
possibility, has already been headlined in 
our press, and commented upon over the 
radio and on TV. 


This entire game plan was implemented 
in such a way as to make certain that the 
American people, the world’s Roman Catho- 
lic laity, and all Christendom would find it 
extremely difficult to follow the pattern of 
deception. In fact, it is only by means of a 
diagnostic recapitulation of time-staggered 
events that any one can succeed in separat- 
ing the wheat from the chaff in order to get 
at the truth.

vice-president of the Hungarian... Peace 
Council, announced to 50- American profes- 
sors, conveniently visiting Hungary at that 
particular time, that negotiations for the re- 
turn to Hungary of the Holy Crown of St. 
Stephen, as well as the return of other Hun- 
garian crown jewels in the custody of the 
U.S. since the end of World War II, had 
been resumed. Confident that these nego- 
tiations were being carried on in a spirit of 
cooperation on the part of the United 
States, he spoke with great assurance. That 
the 50 “professors” just happened to be 
present at the time, cannot be accepted 
as being purely coincidental. 


During the week of Aug. 19, 1971, Hun- 
gary celebrated the millennium of the birth 
of its first Christian king, St. Stephen. Be- 
ing the first Christian and Apostolic King 
of Hungary, at first it would appear 
strange, indeed, for an atheistic regime to 
permit such a celebration. However, what 
preceded the occasion brings the ploy into 
clearer focus. In order to commemorate 
the occasion, claimed the Hungarian Gov- 
ernment, the U.S. was asked to return the 
sacred crown of the idol and hero of the 
Hungarian people.

Even more ludicrous were 
these gestures of appeasement from the 
Vatican and the U.S., in light of the fact 
that the entire performance was a mockery 
of Christianity in the sense that the occas- 
ion of the millennium was used as an excuse 
by. the present Hungarian regime to mark 
its accomplishments since 1949, rather than 
to rekindle remembrances of St. Stephen. 
To this, we can also add the observation, 
based upon impeccable sources of informa- 
tion, that, during the celebration, thousands 
upon thousands of Hungarian Roman Cath- 
olics were denied participation in the 9 A.M. 
Mass celebrated by Archbishop Joszef Ijjas, 
chairman of the Hungarian Episcopate, and 
ten other bishops in Budapest’s historic 
Basilika, where the mummified right fist of 
St. Stephen, recently returned by the U.S., 
was shown to those who were fast enough 
to get into the Church before the doors 
were slammd shut. 

With the close of the staged millennium 
festivities, and with the U.S. and the Vati- 
can having signaled their goodwill and in- 
tent, the stage was set for the next phase 
in the joint U.S.-Vatican caper to appease 
Moscow. 


Joszef Cardinal Mindszenty’s Exodus 


On Tuesday, September 28, 1971, the fol- 
lowing communique was broadcast over the 
entire world’s radio network: (Quote) 
“Joszef Cardinal Mindszenty ended fifteen 
years of self-imposed exile in the American 
embassy at Budapest, Hungary, today and 
flew to the Vatican in Rome. The Commu- 
nist State Radio in Budapest says that the 
Cardinal was allowed to fly to Rome as the 
result of an agreement between the Hun- 
garian Government and the Vatican.” (End 
of Quote). Thus, it happened that the fish 
bone stuck in the throat of the Krem- 
lin was removed, the primary stumbling
